referred the question to London and received a reply from the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies dated 4 June 1948 which stated 
•' * * * there is nothing in the ’ reciprocity agreement which 
directly or indirectly concerns exemption from taxes. The agreement 
is oonoLned with technical monitoring and oo^unioation, rather 
than administration matters. However, it is fur^er stated that 
it is likely that the American authorities will before long bring 
their Monitoring Unit in Cyprus into co^ormity with 
units elsewhere, so that its property will be held in the nme of 
the State Dopartaaent and will be entitled to the noi-mal diplomati 
privileges, including tax immunity.” Nothing further has been 
heard on this matter locally.
